Excessive “cuts” can result 
in lowering grades by one or 
even more letter grades, stu- 
dents have been warned this 
semester. 

If one has three consecutive 
or six intermittent absences in 
a class and the instructor has 
not been given sufficient rea- 
son, the student’s grades will 
be lowered accordingly. 

Upon returning to school 
after an absence the student is 
instructed to go to the office 
and make explanation to the 
Dean. If justifiable reasons are 
given, the student will be ex- 
cused for his absences after he 
has done the make-up work as 
instructed by the teachers. 

Students’ absences are ex- 
cused for severe illness or 
death in the family, or if they 
are representing the College 
in some activity. In any event, 
the student is expected to 
make up any work on his own 
time.
